The Libraty Committee, which 
makes decisions regarding the 
entire library system at McGiU, 
met last Friday in closed session. 
Although the chairman of the 

è^hM*statëï'pm>- 
licly on several occasions that 
he sees ho reason why the meet- 
ings of the committee should not 
be open, he refused to allow a 
motion to that effect toJ)e voted 
on at this meeting. 

I The motion has been presented 
by Ian Hyman, one of the student, 
representatives, at the' previous 
meeting of the committee on Sept- 
ember 27. Jt read:

'meetings of this Com- 



the motion and its implications 
before voting on it. ' 

In the debate that fbllowcd, the 
student representatives outlined 
their pibsition in the matter: The 
committee liad ' previously been 
prevented from holding open 
meetings by Senate; now Senate 
had adopted the policy that com- 
mittees could, at their own dis- 
cretion, hold open meetings. Now 
that it's finally possible, they said 
they see no point .in delaying the 
opening of meetings. 

An amendment to table the mo- 
tion until the next meeting was 
passed by a large majority, with 
the three student representatives 
and two professors, R. Melzack 
and D.G. Bates, voting against it. 



Assuming that the motion was 
to be passed at last Friday's 
meeting, Hyman informed a Daily 
reporter UÛt. he would be allow- 

ed ^to^t^.vUi^ '"t^^^S as an 
yObsi^fgSiand suggested that he 
<come?9. 

When the committee convened, 
Hyman presented his motion again 
and asked tiiat it be put to the 
vote. Dean Frost replied that 
because there were some items 
from the previous week still on 
the agenda, this was not, in fact, 
a ne^inèeting,^butai,rà|itinuation 
of last^week'sî^theréfore the 
motion, which had been tabled 
until the next meeting, could not 
be brought up now. He then 
ruled Hyman out of order. 



Chris Hoffman, another of the 
student representatives, declar- 
ed that this was "not in the spirit 
of last week's decision" to table 
the motion in order to give the 
committee members time to con- 
sider it. ' They had been given a 
week to consider, he said, and 
there was now no reason to fur- 
ther delay the vote. 

Hoffman was also ruled out of 
order, and Dean Frost proceeded 
with the other items on the agen- ' 
da. . ' . 

When the Daily, reporter show- 
ed up, about an hour after the 
meeting had begun, he was told 
that observers were not allowed, 
and asked to leave the room. Hy-

Employees to vote on contract

Would J1.43 a week keep you 
working for three years under 
conditions you didn't like? 

That's the question the univer- 
sity's porters, cleaners, and 
watchmen have to answer this 
week as they, finally vote on 



whether to strike or to accept the 
new offer tliat the Adnilnistration 
made on Friday. 

The new offer is identical to 
the contract which the workers 
unanimously rejected two weeks 
ago with the exception of the new 
wages. 

The old contract was rejected 




because the -.workers refused to 
accept its . Uiree^'year duration 
although they were willhig to take 
the wages it offered for a two 
year period. 

The University has riefused to 
change the duration, but has offer- 
ed an extra $1.43 per week in 
the hope that the workers will 
change their minds. 

Government policy brolten 

The University .maintained 
tliroughout the three months of 
contract negotiations tltat they 
were bound by provincial govern- 
ment wage policy which is used 
in calculating McGill's annual 
grant. The government has set 
a 15%-over-three-years policy 
which it has enforced on the pro- 
vincial civil service, and which 
it is offering to the striking Li- 
quor Board employees and the 
province's teachers. This wage 
policy formed the basis of the 
old offer the workers rejected. 
The new offer represents an 
increase of 21% over the three 
years. 

The union, though not happy 
with the offer, is reluctantly re- 
conunending that it be accepted. 



"We are at the bottom of the 
barrel,'.' 'explained the • union's 
Business Agent, George St.- 
Amour. "The only way to im- 
prove conditions any further is 
to break the government policy 
completely, and we aren't able 
to do this. We feel we've squeezed 
the last drop under the present 
drcumstances." 

This union rationale, coupled 
with the mood of the workers, 
may help avoid a strike. Most of 
the men employed as porters^ 
and cleaners are middle aged. 
Many are recent immigrants. 
Some are crippled. Should the 
\ university hire scabs during a 
strike, these men would have a 
rough time getting work. 

Their distribution on campuis 
also is a built-in deterrent 
against any labor militancy since 
no more than tlirec or four work- 
ers are in any one building at a 
given time. Being isolated, the 
chances for developing a collec- 
tive consciousness aire mini- 
mized.

Three men dominated the 14th 
congress of the Quefiec Liberal 
Federation here this weelcend: 
Pierre-EUiott Trudeau, Daniel 
Johnson, and René Léves'que. 

The presence of a strongly 
federalist French-Canadian Pri- 
me Minister in Ottawa seemed 
to- inject - a , tone , of moderation , 
into •the:?OTrai(^onal debate, 
which drif^^^re||^d|.there, ' 
ladting coh'Sion'*ana?*dfeectlon. 
and emerged as a very toned- 
down resolution reaffirming faith 
in federalism. 

The absence of Daniel Johnson 
from the Québec political scene~ 
;fired -many , dishMitcçed. Libe- 
' irais with hope -forTeiectoral • sue- ' 
cesses, and relundled the debate 
on the need for social and ccono; 
mic reform. 

The absence of René Lévesque 
pervaded ^ the tone of the con- 
gress .T^iihere^ere^Jwééy 
delegates'^at!lhë-QÛe«ii'^^ 
there were hardly any of the wide- 
scope debates over Quebec's fu- 
ture. This was an older Liberal 
party, a more moderate Liberal 
party. 

- A delegate from Laval Uni ver-: 
sity summed up the feeling of 
many of his colleagues: "It seems 
somehow lilce the action is some- 
where else." 

This 14th congress was the Li- 
Ijeral party's convalescence. It 
is painstaldngly patching up the 



wounds of the crushing 1966 elec- 
toral defeat delivered at the hands 
of Danicl Johnson, and the ampu- 
tation of its nationalist left wing, 
which walked out of last year's 
13th congress in Québec City, 
behind René Lévesque. 

The tone of moderation, and of 
uncertainty, carried into the re- 
solutions. 

The ,2,00<) delegates agreed to 
drop the term "particular sta- 
tus", and did not resurrect Paul 
Gérin-Lajoie's lengthy definition 
of particular status for Québec 
presented at last year's- congress 
and hastily shelved. 

Instead, the -constitutional rc-. 
solutions were ambivalent and 
anaemic. > . ' . ' 

They reaffirmed the federalist 
option, the federal system being 
"the most viable for allowing 
French Canadians to attain 
tlieir objectives of development." 

They recognized that Québec 
has needs "which could differ 
from the rest of. Canada's" but 
didn't specify which. 

They foresaw that negotiations 
with Ottawa "will deal primarily 
with a new division of powers", 
.notably in the following areas: 
political, social security, health, 
marriage and divorce, immigra- 
tion and manpower, international, 
agreements, radio and television. 

The congress adopted a resolu- 
tion recogmzing that French 
. should become the dominant lan- 
guage in Québec, but after sharp

This debate underlined 
another interesting factor about 
the new Liberal Party - it is now, 
more than ever, the only party 
which;, the English minority cian. 
work within.' 

But through all these debates 
there was one apparent theme: 
all these resolutions were in one 
way or another reactions to poli-' 
cies voiced by Daniel Johnson's 
Union Nationale. iiThe resolutionsJ 
were not new policies of the Li 
berals themselves, but replies to 
actions taken by the party in pow-" 
er. The initiative, quite obviously, 
lay elsewhere. 

The "vote of confidence'.' in 
Jean Lesagc's leadership^wasiin- 
teri)reted by many joirriialîsis as 
a mandate for him. however it is 
top early to say wliether it was 
that or just a manifestation of the 
party closing its ranks and lick- 
ing some of its wounds. 

Alternatives , to , Jean " Lesage 
emerged plainly during thé con- 
gress, as one observed the grow- 
ing influence of Pierre Laporte 
and Robert Bourassa. Laporte 
behaved like the party's tactician 
and power broker, while Bouras- 
sa assumed the rôle of the 
party's political theorist, and 
that rôle seemed to be accepted. 

Significant was the diminished 
influence of Paul Gérin-Lajoie 
and Claude Wagner. Wagner's 
eclipse was to be anticipated, as . 
he never 'projected a credible 
image for a leadership candidate. 
But Gérin-Lajoie's eclipse may. be 
more significant. 

Gérin-Lajoie articulated the 
"particular status" thesis at last 
year's congress, and remains one 
of the parfy's leading nationalists. 
' It seems that is not thé tune the 
Liberals want to sing these days. '

A federal government 
under John Kennedy comitted itself to 
the task of bringing Negro Americans- 
into' the mainstream of society. A fe- 
deral government under Lyndon Johnson 
^declared unconditional war on poverty.' 
Thousands of middle-class \yhite Ame- 
ricans have marched for civil rights, 
volunteered for VISTA, worked for Ope- 
ration Head Start and with each won 
the praise of their leaders. But the 
prospect after these eight years is not 
the Great Society but Nixon-Àgnew. And, 
the strongest opposition to Nixon-Agnew 
comes not from the mainstream and Hu- 
bert Humphrey but from|^far*rieht -can- 
didate George Wallaceflj^lp^newly- 
announced Dr. Strangelove running niate, 
Curtis LeMay.' ? 

\Vhat went wrong? Part^of the answ- 
er is that things were' nw good as 
they appeared. Schools aré still segre-' 
gated, blacks still don't vôte accord- 
ing to their numbers and,' most im- 
portantly, ? blacks are still poor.- The 
irar on poverty was misplaced some- 
'^here on a troopship to Viet Nam. Lyn- 
don Johnson turned out to be something 
other than ■ the great progressive he 
seemed (perhaps only in comparison to 
Barry Goldvvater) in 1964. Congress has 



butchered even the modest programs the 
executive hasproposed. 

But there is a more fundamental 
reason for the current reaction. The 
bedrock of Wallace's support is the white 
lower classes. Nixon, and particularly 
Agnew, are also trying to appeal to 
these classes. Because it is these clas- 
ses that have been the great losers. 
The middlé-class American , takes the 
Negro, who is no threat toihim^iinder 
his wing. When the white workeFor small 
shopkeeper, who is threatened, responds 
by voting for Wallace or supporting 
Mayor . Daley and his cops, the middle 
class condemns him as racist and 
reactionary - Which he is. But he is ra- 
cist and reactibnary^only because racism 
and reaction are the only ways he can 
protest against the system that is 
squeezing him out. 

This polarization of the white middle 
class and tlie blacks on one side and the 
white lower class on the other has be- 
come a fact of American political life. 
In May. Maryland voters turned down a 
progressively^' constitution that had 
won the support ^.of most of that state's 
mainstream institutions and politicians, 
including even Governor Agnew. The 
only areas to vote for the constitution 
were the black slums of Baltimore and 
the civil-service suburbs of Washington. 



Whatever support there is for Hubert 
Humphrey also falls into those two ca- 
tegoriés: the blacks, who couldn't pos- 
sibly vote for, Nixon or Wallace, and 
those white liberllsfwho have managed 
to swallow Viet Nam. 

But any hope that exists for tiie trans- 
formation of American society lies in 
the possibility that this polarization will 
be changed. For a Nixon or Wallace 
presidency is only superficially in the 
interests of the wWte worker. The' blacks 
will be kept down - and. at the moment 
that is the only thing that is important 
to him - but he will be kept down too. . 
He" is, as Bob Dylan sings, only a pawn 
in their game. ' 

The United States is far from being 
the only place .where, ^(^satisfied lower 
classes have beeillmotfiÙzêâHn^upport of 
right-wing causes; the Union Nationale 
and the Creditistes are the results of a 
similar phenomenon here in Quebec. In 
the .^United States, however, it is 
bdngponèlinore successfully and on a 
larger scale than anywhere else. The 
day when black and poor white Ameri- 
cans, will work together for progressive 
causes," as they did -tentatively and inad- 
equately in the Poor People's Campaign, 
is a long way down the road,- but the 1968 
election should open people's eyes to the 
need for that day to come.

Wide-ranging proposals for making the Sti^^B0So- 
ciety more democratic and better able to servjeJjts^^ 
bers were made Friday by President Hajaly (Mlm^we^ 
presidents Ian Hy man and Peter Foster, 

The iÊ^Mls took the form of a complete rework- 
ing of f^^tudents' Society constitution. An open 
meeting lo discuss the proposed amendments will be 
held a week from Friday, 

For the amendments to go to referendum, 150 affirma- 
tive votes are needed at the meeting. Some of the key 
proposals follow, with Hdjaly, Hyman and Foster's 
rationale for Ahem: 



ARTICLE IV -Officers 

1) The officers of the Stu- 
lientt' Society shall be a Pre- 
sident, a Vice-President (In-' 
temal Affairs), a Vice-Presi- 
dent (University Affairs), a 
Vice-President (External Af- 
fairs), a Vice-President (H- 
nanciai Affairs), a Speaker, 
a Secretary and a Treasurer. 

2) Duties: -i^^ï-j^^-^,^ 

a) The President-thall . be 
chief executive officer of the 
Students' Society. He shall be 
chairman . of the Executive

Under the present constitution, 
the three largest faculties (Arts 
and Science, Graduate Studies 
and Engineering) containing ap- 
proximately 70% of the student 
population, have only seven seats 
on Coundl compared to ten.seats 
for the remaining 30% of thieca'm- 
pus. 

This is clearly undemocratic, 
and we are proposing straight re- 
pres ento t io n. by population, with 
. onî^^^^tative on Coundl for 
|0^^MbJstudents..At the same 
•?uÎTC^l«vèavotd«lthe merging 
of smaller faculties, which ran 
into ihiich opposition when it was 
proposed last year, and each of 
these faculties will retain its 
voice on Coundl (except for Di- 
vinity, with fewer than 40 stu- 
dents, which lias asked to be 
merged). 

Once it was decided that there 
should be one representative for 
every 500,students, .the problem 
arose:-3tfAt^twIafTaj^ the 
chahgeover'fironi, sayi one to two 
representatives occur - at 501? 

We made 
the obvious choice of the halfway

The only drawMcS'to'ufls'ar- 
rangement is the size of Coundl 
that results - 34 members plus 
the Speaker with current enrol- 
ment figures. However this is not 
- le^iiy a. disproportionate size for 




a campus of over 13,000 students, 
and the "disadvantages can be 
more than overcome by a heavier 
reUance by Coundl on the com- 
mittee system. 
Coundl Procedure: 

Quorum has been reduced from 
two thirds to one half of the mem- 
bership. This has been done be- 
cause of the increased size . of 
Coundl, and to make the essen- 
tially, undemocratic and unconsti- 
tutional "Summer Committee" 
unnecessary. 

Robert's Rules of Order Re- 
vised (already in use by Coun- 
dl) have been entrenched in the 
proposed constitution. : 
ARTICLE VIII - Judicial Board 

1) Subject to the ratification 
of Students' Council, a com- 
mittee composed of the Pres- 
ident of the Law Undergraduate 
Society and the President , of 
the Students' ciSbdety^shall 
appoint to a bodtjTtô'be^known 
as the Judicial Board of the 
Students' Society five members 
to be chosen from among

2) The Judicial Board shall 

Save the power to summon and 
ear any member of the Stu- 
dents' Society regarding any 
violation of the regulations 
contained In the Code of Reg- 
ulations and Penalties of the 
. Students' Society (to be estab- 
lished as By-Laws), and to 
impose penalties as specified 
therein. 

3) The Board shall conduct 
its proceedings according to the 
Judicial Procedures of the 
Students' Society, to be estab- 
lished as By-Laws. 

4) Individuals or bodies may 
appear before the Judicial 
Board through counsel. The 
Law Undergraduate Society 

. shall appoint four studeiits 
whom any Individual or body 
may consult as counsel to 
seek advice and/or plead their 
case. 

5) Every member of the 
Students' society, and every 
student organization, shall 
have the right to petition the 
Board, by way of a letter to Its 
Chairman, seeking a hearing 
on any question concerning an 
alleged violation of the Regu- 
lations of the Students' Society 
by any member or organization, 
or concerning the interpreta- 
tion of the Constitution of the 
Students' Society or the legis- 
lation of Studénts' Council. 
Judicial Board: The Judidâl 
Committee of the Student's 
Sodely was created .by Stu- 
dents' Coundl on October 30, 
1966. 

Its "raison d'etre" b simple: 
the judicial branch of any gov- 
ernment should be separate 
from the legislative branch. 

Since 1966 the Judidal Com- 
mittee has been busy, with 
constitutional interpretations and 
with judging the conduct of 
members of the Students' So- 
dety. Despite this, Students' 
Coundl stiU retains the consti- 
tutional power to interpret the 
constitution as well as to legis- 
late under it, and also to disd- 
pline;9meinbeis of the Students' 
Sodel

In the fourth quarter lineback- 
er Don Cooper scooped up a Ma- 
rauder fumble and ran like a 
dying bull for 20 yards to set 
up another score. Wall threw a 
short swing pass to Doherty who 
walked six yards into the end 
zone untouched on the third down 
gamble. During the game the 
Redmen had gambled seven times 
on tliird down and short yardage 
situations and they were unstopp- 
able.

McMaster picked up only two 
first downs in the second half 
but scored twice on Redmen de- 
fensive lapses.' The McGill se- 
condary was asleep when 'QB 
Quinlan teamed up with his half- 
back Graydon who was left wide 
open on ' a 61 yard aerial TD.
